Naval Department officials 
have uneiuthed an old history in 
Inch the claim is made that the 
North Pole was discovered in 
18U0 by a friar of Oxford. U is 
ted a "new naval history or 
iplete view of the British ma 
b," and was published by Jno. 
Entick in London, 1757. On one 
of its musky pagas the following 
paragraph appears: 

In the year I860 it is record 
ed that a friar of Oxford called 
Nicholas DeLiuna, or O'Flyuu, 
being a good astrouomer, weut 
in company with others to the 
ino-i northern iglaud of the 
world, and there, leaving his 
company together, be traveled 
alone and made draughts on all 
the northern parts with the in 
drawing seas; which at his re- 
turn he presented to tne King of 
England." 

It, is anded that he went to the 
North Pole by means of h's skill 
i agio of the black art; but 
this magic or black art may 
probably have been nothing more 
than knowledge of tbe magic 
eedle or compass, found out, 
bout sixty years before' though 
not in common use until many 
iirs after.
